New Farm Hazard 

Bottles thrown indiscriminately into fields by 
thoughtless persons are becoming a pest to Alberta 
farmers likely to prove more costly than the periodic 
outbreaks of weeds and wild oats. 

Many farmers reported this spring that broken 
bottles lying in their fields had cost hundreds of dol¬ 
lars worth of damage to tractor tires. One farmer in 
the northern part of the province was forced to spend 
the entire day picking up empty whiskey bottles left 
in his field last fall by hunters, before he could safely 
start his work. 

Many hunters this fall should realize that the bot¬ 
tles they left lying around last year in fields to cause 
damage, loss of time and in a few cases fire, directly 
influenced some farmers in posting “no shooting’’ 
signs. —Drumheller Mail.

While Alberta's school children 
have already forgotten the sight 
of their text books, about 1,500 oi 
their teachers went back to school 
last week — not to teach but to 
learn. Six weeks of their two- 
month summer vacation is being 
used to further their ability as 


. Canada’s old age pension system in theory, is fin¬ 
anced by tHe‘2-2-2 tax formula comprised of an extra 
two per cent on all corporation income taxes, and ex¬ 
tra two per cent on personal income tuxes up to a lim¬ 
it of $60 per person per year, and two per cent out of 
the 10 per cent sales tax. Only in theory, however. Old 
age pensions are consistently costing more than the 
government can get from these special taxes which 
are meant to pay for them. 

During the last fiscal year which ended March 31, 
the scheme incurred a deficit of $99.5 millions, or near 
ly $7 for every man, woman and child in, the nation. 
The first two months of this fiscal year added another 
$10.5 millions to the deficit. At the present rate the 
deficit for this year could be another $50-$60 millions. 

The amount of the deficit to date was covered by 
a se-cailed “loan” from the treasury, which means a 
contribution from the general body of taxpayers. Re¬ 
venues from the old age pension taxes for the last year 
amounted to $223 millions while pensions cost $323 
millions in round figures. 

In the first two months of this fiscal year, the two 
per cent on corporations yielded $8.8 millions; individ¬ 
ual incomes yielded $17.6 millions; and the Two per 
cent sales tax yielded $18.7 mllions for a total of $45 
millions. Pension payments ran to $55.6 millions. 

A large deficit was inevitable n the first few 
months because personal income taxpayers did not 
start to put up their two per cent contribution until 
July 1 of last year. But the continued deficit seems to 
indicate that the 2-2-2 formula is inadequate to cover 
the costs of the pensions. 

While the Canadian people must pay the whole 
cost of pensions one way or another, as they pay ev¬ 
ery bill contracted by the state, the scheme is now 
seen to fall far short of the contributory principle on 
which it is based. 

At the end of May nearly a third of its cost, $110 
millions, had been advanced to the fund by the govem- 
mentvwithout counting any of it as budgetary expend¬ 
itures. This cannot go on forever. If this year's deficit 
reaches the expected total of $50 millions or ipore, the 
government may have to decide between raising the 
taxes for old age security, and trying to cover the de¬ 
ficit out of revenue. —Dauphin Herald.

The Alberta Wheat Pool announces the inauguration 
of scholarships at the University of Alberta to the 
value of $500 a year for two rural students from Al¬ 
berta high schools.

During the past few years the 
prevalence of Canada Thistle has 
increased many times over in most 
of south-western tAlberta. This

a serious pest 
and problem on many farms and 
along many road allowances. In 
some districts facilities are being 
provided to assist farmers in tak¬ 
ing care of roads adjacent to their 
land, in other cases farmers have 
provided or modified their own 
spray equipment for this work, and 
in the majority of cases nothing is 
done. In the meantime the thistles 
are having a hay day, and are add 
ing their toll to the expense and 
loss of efficiency in crop product¬ 
ion. An expense farmers can scarce 
ly afford in view of rising costs of 
production coupled with declining 
pi ices for some farm products. 

No doubt the greatest contribut 
ing factor influencing the spread 
of thistles has been above average 
rainfall. They usually get a start, 
in low lying land which is too soft 
for the farmpr to cultivate and 
are spread from there by wind, 
water and birds. 

Under climatic conditions su h 
cs w6 have erperienced during the 
past few years thistles are diffi¬ 
cult to control. However there are 
several methods which, if followed 
througlj will certainly help. 

Where patches are isolated on 
cne part of the farm and where a 
little extra hay or pasture can be 
utilized seeding to forage crops 
works well Alfalfa is one of the 
most,effective forage crops to use 
for this weed as it tends to thrive 
under the same conditions. A mix¬ 
ture of alfalfa and brome grass 
works well, as the grass tends to 
fill in the blank spaces. In drier 
areas crested wheat grass •will con 
trol thistles. 

Good cultivation during the sum 
merfallow year gives the thistles 
a run for their money, especially 
if they are k e Pt down right up to 
freeze up. Carrying on the cuitiva 
tion until growth ceases in. the fall 
is important, if this is not dune the 
previous work, time and expense 
will likely b«* wasted as far as 
thistle control is concerned. 

Where fall rye can be grown it 
can be used to advantage by eith¬ 
er' seeding into the stubble after 
the crop is harvested or by seed¬ 
ing between August 15 to Septem¬ 
ber 1st after summerfallowing. 
Seed the rye at a heavy rate of at 
least one and one-half bushels per 
acre. Harvest the rye as soon as 
ripe and cultivate until freeze-up.
